WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the Months of October, November and December, 1942. 


October.—Rainfall in Western Australia was generally well below average, the South Coastal 
was the only division other than the Kimberleys to record rainfall above normal and this was 
only 9 per cent. above the monthly mean. In parts of the Kimberleys a few heavy showers brought 
the rainfall above the average, which for October is only 20 to 30 points. The De Grey, Fortescue, 
Far East Gascoyne, and North-Eastern Divisions recorded no rainfall during the month. 


The northern agricultural area’s rainfall was over 30 per cent. below average which, taken in 
conjunction with the low rainfall during the early part of the season, was unfortunate. On the 
Norseman-Esperance. line some good rains were recorded, Grass Patch having 298 and Salmon 
Gums 247 points during the month ; most of this rain fell in the early part of the month but, 
notwithstanding, the average for the month was 19 per cent. below normal. The highest rainfalls 
recorded during the month were at Esperance, Denmark, and Pemberton, with respectively 520, 
540, and 732 points. 

Generally speaking, as far as temperature is concerned, the summer is approaching rapidly 
in the north with temperatures above normal in the Kimberleys, but winter is persisting in the 
south where, for instance, Katanning’s mean temperature was two degrees below normal. 


Southern depressions, however, showed little intensity compared with the three previous 
months and, although four distinct southern low pressures affected the south-west of the State, 
no high winds were recorded at Perth ; the maximum gust of 50 miles per hour was recorded 
on the 2nd of the month from the W.N.W. 


One interesting feature of the month’s weather was the low pressure of northern origin which 
affected Perth on the 20th to the 22nd. After the 17th of the month a heat low pressure formed 
inland from the coast in the Kimberley, De Grey, and Fortescue Divisions. During the 18th 
and 19th it slowly moved southwards inside the coast to the south of Geraldton. Hot easterly 
winds were experienced in Perth on the 20th and 21st, when the temperature rose to 80-4 degrees 
on the 20th. By the morning of the 21st the tip of low pressure was out to seaward of Perth, 
and heavy rains were anticipated, but the highest rainfall was only 81 points at Donnybrook, Perth 
receiving none. 


Rainfall at Perth was 169 points, falling on 18 days, which is 50 points below average for the 
month.

November.—A marked shortage in the normal rainfall was experienced in the greater portion 
of the State. Throughout the Gascoyne and the South-Eastern Divisions, and a large portion of 
the more northern sections of the North Coastal agricultural region, the rainfall was very light 
and scattered and in all except a few places in the remainder of the wheat belt the registrations 
were very light. In the Tropics, however, there were some favoured regions which included the 
coastal belt between Derby and Port Hedland and the inland district extending from the vicinity 
of Port Hedland south-eastwards to Nullagine. Hall’s Creek with a total of 209 points also fared 
fairly well. In this more favoured area the highest totals were 336 points at Port Hedland, 233 
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points at Anna Plains, and 242 points at Marble Bar. The south coast from Cape Leeuwin to Albany 
also received substantial totals, the principal of which were 207 points at Denmark, 149 at Albany, 
and 111 at Mt. Barker. In the various districts as a whole, moderate surpluses were reported 
from the West Kimberley, the East Kimberley, and the De Grey Divisions but all other divisions 
reported deficits, shortages ranging from 100 per cent. in the Wiluna district to 33 per cent. in 
the Fortescue Division. As regards actual totals the De Grey Division averaged a rainfall of 
125 points and the West Kimberley and East Kimberley 105 points and 143 points respectively, 
but elsewhere the average amounts recorded were less than 50 points, except in the South Coastal 
(61 points) and the North Kimberley (58 points). An average monthly total of less than 10 points 
was reported from the West Gascoyne, the East Gascoyne, the North Coastal agricultural belt, 
the North Central, and the South-Eastern Divisions. 


Perth’s total of 35 points was less than half the normal registration for November, but the 
total rainfall in Perth in the first 11 months of the year amounted to 3,791 points as compared 
with the normal fall of 3,413 points. 


The weakness of the rainfall systems was associated with a lack of the normal seasonal ac- 
tivity of tropical rain storms and this in turn was associated with, on the whole, a lack of sustained 
high temperatures over the inland divisions. 


A slight intensification of tropical rainstorm activity was in evidence on the central north- 
west coast from the 24th to the 26th November when a willy-willy of slight to moderate intensity 
was reported. This disturbance, however, soon moved inland and it never developed strong winds 
or characteristically heavy rainfall. 


In the south the rains were associated chiefly with cool changes which followed minor heat 
waves, one in the second week of the month, and the second early in the third week of the month. 
The month’s temperature distribution was irregular, the most consistent heat being in the far 
north, Wyndham experiencing 23 days with temperatures of 100 degrees or more and recording 
106 degrees on the 11th and the 18th November. Marble Bar’s record of 21 centuries was below 
normal, but 111 degrees were recorded at this station on the 11th, the 14th, and the 16th November. 
Nullagine also recorded 111 degrees on the 14th. Perhaps the most noteworthy temperature of 
the month, however, was Eucla’s registration of 110 degrees on the 12th November. 


In Perth temperatures ranged from 48-4 degrees on the 3rd November to 103-1 degrees on the 
28th November.

December.—Rainfall was very scattered, particularly in the north. In the West Gascoyne 
Division all stations except Winning Pool registered no rainfall. In the North Coastal Division 
the northern half had very little rain, while in the South rainfall was well above average. Coom- 
berdale, with 406 points, having the highest. Most of the stations in the South Coastal, Central, 
Eucla, and Eastern Divisions had rainfall above average, Denmark, with 389 points, having the 
highest rainfall in the South-West. 


During the month there were three main phases of rainfall activity. The first occurred during 
the first three or four days of the month, when a heat low pressure of northern origin connected 
with a southerly low pressure system, and rain was brought to an area south of the line running 
west from Wiluna. The southerly winds following in the rear of this system brought rain to the 
south-west of the State up to the 5th, Denmark registering the highest daily total of 265 points 
on the 2nd. 
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On the 19th a weak low pressure area off the north-west coast made its way inland and de- 
veloped by the 20th into a typical heat low pressure with small cloud development. By the 21st, 
it had extended southwards but now had developed quite considerable activity and had brought 
rain to most of the North Coastal, Central Coastal, North Central, and South Central Divisions. 
Little rain had fallen in the South Coastal Division by the 21st, but the low pressure connected 
with a southerly low, and showers extended over the South Coastal Division by the 22nd. 


While the southern part of the elongated low pressure joined up with the southern low pressure, 
the northern part developed to a mild tropical cyclone, bringing 230 points to Broome on the 
22nd and 322 points to La Grange on the 23rd. 


Temperatures in the State during the first six days of this month were below average. From 
the 6th to the 17th temperatures were well above average throughout the State, Perth experiencing 
a heat wave between the 8th and the 15th, having eight daily maximum temperatures over 90 
degrees, as follows :—8th, 91:3 degrees; 9th, 95-7 degrees; 10th, 98-2 degrees ; 11th, 97-2 
degrees ; 12th, 98-2 degrees ; 13th, 100-5 degrees ; 14th, 96-1 degrees ; 15th, 101-1 degrees. 

The highest temperature in the State, 115 degrees, occurred at Marble Bar on the 17th. 

From the 18th onwards the temperatures were below average throughout the State, and 
despite the heat wave in the middle of the month, Perth’s average Maximum temperature was 


only 1-7 degrees above the mean for the month, 81-2 degrees. The average minimum was 1-9 
degrees above the mean for December, 60-9 degrees. 


Perth’s rainfall was 123 points, which was 68 points above the mean. The rain fell in four 
days.
